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1965 PRISON RODEO HAILED AS SUCCESS | — 


Although two months have elapsed 
since the Rodeo Club anniversary pro- 
gram, the annual Prison Rodeo is still 
fresh in the minds of the members as 
being the most successful rodeo ever 
staged at the Point. 

It was successful financially, with 
the Stock Producers and the Rodeo both 
making a profit, and it was successful 
in its production, with the sponsors, 
Custody; Division personnel, and admin- 
istration officials all praising the 
efficient way the rodeo grounds and 
arena were put into shape, and the 
smooth organized manner in which the 
rodeo was presented to the public. 

The fame of the annual Prison Rodeo 
is growing each year, and the response 
by the public has reached the point 
where there were car-loads of patrons 
turned away for lack of seating space. 

The Mascaro Brothers were thé Rodeo 
Stock Producers for the third straight 
year, and the stock they displayed to 
the public this year added considerably 
to their reputation for having some 
wild and wooly beasts in their herds. 

Sheriff Lloyd Olson, the well-known 
radio announcer for the Western radio 
station KSOP, added his prestige to 
the event by ably serving as the Rodeo 
Announcer. 

Mr. William Milliken, Director of 
Classification, and his Chief Social 
Worker, Mr. Robert Andersen, showed 
their enthusiastic support by accept- 
ing voluntary a ee as official 
Timers.

He 
would frequently exhibit the injury to 
anyone he could inveigle into inspect- 
ing the wounded limb, and thus avoid 
being heckled for using his injury as 
an excuse for not winning top honors 
in more riding events. 

Virgil McDorman sang the song, "Oh, 
My Aching Back," as he limped over to 
the Hospital for treatment. He had 
been dazzled by the prospect of grab- 
bing twelve dollars from the -horns of 
the Money-Bull, and was promptly run 
over, trampled on, and treated most 
impolitely by a ton of Brahma bull. 

Sheldon Jenkins fared considerably 
better, as he won ten dollars on Fri- 
day night, after being knocked down 
twice in head-on collisions with the 
bull. On Saturday, he again played 
footsies with a snorting bull, and 
again succeeded in grabbing the red 
ribbon from around its neck, with the 
ten-dollar reward that went with the 
act of insanity. 

He emerged from the impromptu bull- 
fight with nothing more than a bruised 
chin to show he had met an onrushing 
bull nose to nose.

Now, with 
the help of the eight women that have 
been assigned to the School Detail, 
the vast majority of the clothing is 
being repaired or used in various ways.

Through an agreement with the Utah 
State Prison officials, the women are 
transported to the school each day, 


and under the supervision of Mrs. Edith 
Hoffman, have managed to greatly reduce 
the waste of this clothing, which has 
meant a considerable savings in the 
clothing budget. This is a great help 
to the taxpayers of Utah. 

The Superintendent of the school, 
Dr. Guy Richards, explains that it is 
not at all uncommon to see. one of the 
disturbed residents of the school be- 
come violent and rip and tear off his 
or her clothing, or that. of another 
person. This leads to a much larger 
clotaing bill for the school’ than at 
other state institutions. 

For many years, the prison has sent 
crews of men to work on the farms of 
the school, but this is the first time 
that women have been sent to work on 
an outside job. The benefits have been 
reaped by both the school and the women 
assigned to the project. 

The officials of both the school 
and the prison report that they have 
noted a decided change in the attitude 
of these eight women. 

In the words of Mrs. Beverley White, 


the first woman to serve on the Board 
of Corrections, "I feel that it. will 
help these girls to bridge the wide 


gap between institutional life and the 
life of outside society."

The proposed program for prisoner 
volunteers for active military service 
became bogged down in a rash of prob- 
lems and unanswered questions. 

Prisoners all over the country have 
taken up the cry for entry into the 
various branches of the Armed Services, 
Particularly since the latest draft 
Call-ups are beginning to put pressure 
on local registration boards, who must 
Supply manpower on virtually a war- 
time footing. 

The pleas of the prisoners of the 
Point were taken up by Frank McIntyre 
and Father Meersman, in their weekly 
Tadio broadcast on radio station KLUB, 
and the question was also editorially 


when you enlisted, I think I can get | 
you discharged as mentally disturbed." 
raised in both the local newspaners, 
the Salt Lake Tribune and the Deseret 
News. 

The sparkplug behind the efforts of 
Pointerites has been Wayne Johnston, 
with assistance from Leo Olsen, Don 
Buck, and nearly fifty other vitally 
interested inmates. 

The feeling is that there is con- 
Siderable merit in a plan that allows 
prisoners a chance at redemption, and 
at the same time relieves the pressure 
of calling up young men in their teens 
and early twenties for hazardous mili- 
tary assignments. 

The issue is far from dead, and we 
will be watching developments closely
